Mrs. Duncan was more concern- 
ed with the possible unsightliness 
of garbage and trash containers 
left outside the building, and Mrs. 
Briner, although welcoming the 
Wards into tlv community, 
thought that it was unwise for the 
residents to sanction such a pro- 
ject. 

Others Support Plea 

Despite the piotests, Ward had 
support from other residents. 
Mrs. J. C. Wetzel, of 305 S. Nar- 
berth Ave., and Mrs. S. H. Riley, 
of 308 Chestnut Ave., both said 
they would be glad to have the 
Wards in the neighborhood . and 
living- in' the/ garage. Mrs. .Riley 
was the former owner of the prop- 
erty, i 

Ward, in reply to the protests, 
stated that he planned ultimately 
to make the garage a guest house 
for relatives. If that would place 
the granting of his request in jeo- 
pardy, however, he said, he would 
discard the plan. 

"As for renting the place," he 
said, "that is prohibited by pres- 
ent zoning laws. We don't plan 
to increase the size of the building 
in any way, and we don't feel that 
we will be a hindrance or objec- 
tionable to anyone nearby." 
Plans Alterations 

Ward stated that he bought the . 
land originally for a future home 
site and had no plans of staying 
in the garage permanently. He has 
already made plans for alterations 
to cost $1500 be made to the 
garage. 

Although present building laws 
prohibit any private building over 
$400 Ward has received approval 
from the government for the addi- 
tional amount, and the necessary 
priorities for the material. 

Ward, a veteran of three years 
service as a sergeant major in the 
Aimy Medical Corps and a mem- 
ber of the choir of the Narberth 
Baptist Church, was forced to ask 
for the exception to the zoning 
rule due to the fact that his rear 
yard setback was several feet 
short of the necessary amount. 

His new property, which meas- 
ures 170 by 125 feet, is located 
in a residential area, and is en- 
tirely surrounded by other private 
homes. 

He and his wife are now living 
in the Royal Chester Court Apart- 
ment, Philadelphia. 

Members of the Board of 
Adjustment, Robert F. Wood, Rob- 
ert M. Wilson, and C. Fred 
Kuebler, told Ward at the end of 
the hearing, that he would be not- 
ified as soon as possible.

Monument to Negro Compose! 
Dedicated in Merion Cemetery 

James A. Bland, Who Died in Poverty, Hon- 
ored by Lions Club; Two Local Men Aid 
Campaign of Recognition for Minstrel 
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Keystone Club 
Issues Warning 
On Hitch-Hikers 



Thirty-five years ago, when 
James A. Bland, Negro composer 
of "Carry Me Back to Old Vir- 
ginny," died in Philadelphia at 
the age of 57, there wasn't enough 
money to pay for his $25 funeral 
or to mark his grave. 

But last Monday afternoon. 
Governor William M. Tuck, of 
Virginia, together with represen- 
tatives of the Lions Club of Vir- 
ginia, went to Bland's grave in 
Mfrion Cemetery at Bryn Mawr 
Ave. and Rockhill Rd.. Bala-Cyn- 
wyd. There they dedicated a 
handsome granite slab marking 
the grave which for years lay al- 
most hidden by weeds. 

Several years aco, two promi- 
nent local citizens launched a 
drive to have the body of Bland 
moved from its neglected grave 
to a place of honor in a plot of 
ground owned by Lower Merion 
Township, 

Months of effort were ex- 
pended by John J. Cabrey, Nar- 
berth civic leader, and Dr. Al- 
bert C. Barnes, head of the fa- 
mous Barnes Foundation at 
Merlon. But the Lower Merion 
Township Commissioners did 
not see eye to eye with them 
and refused to allocate the 
necessary land for the proposed 
shrine. 



It was the Lions Club of Vir- 
ginia that successfully sponsored 
legislation to make Bland's fam- 
ous song the official anthem of 
the state. And it was the Lions 
who raised the money for the 
monument. In fact, they collect- 
ed so much that some remains 
which will be used to establish 
music scholarships in Bland's 
name for Negro Virginians. 

Despite the popularity of the 
song, many persons even today 
will answer "Stephen Poster" 
when asked who wrote the plain- 
tive old song of home. 

Seven-Year Search 

It was a Philadelphian, Dr. 
James Francis Cooke, musician, 
composer, editor and president of 
Theodore Presser Co., who tracked 
down the elusive story of Bland 
for seven years, searching through 
every reference on music known 
to the library world. 

Not one volume carried Bland's 
name. Meanwhile, Etude, the 
music magazine of which Dr. 
Cooke is editor, received numer- 
ous requests for information about 
the composer of the song, which 
has sold over a million copies. 

Dr. Cooke wrote to the Oliver 
Ditson Co. music publishers in 
Boston, owned by Presser's, which 
held the copyright. The answer 
came back, "I think Bland was a 
Negro." Tracing the family from 
this start, Dr. Cooke came to the 
end of the story in the records of 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics in 
Philadelphia. 

Bland, the records showed, died 
at 1012 Wood St., on May 5, 1911, 
at the age of 57, poor and un- 
known. Dr. Cooke found his 
grave in the Merion Cemetery. 
A True Minstrel 

By talking to the few friends of 
Bland still living. Dr. Cooke un- 
covered the composer's amazing 
career. He was, he found, a true 
minstrel, who haunted every show 
In the city of Washington, his 
banjo under his arm, and begged 
for a part which was denied. 

When at last success crowned 
his song over-night, he was taken 
on as endman, and toured Europe, 
England and Scotland, singing his 
hit of the time. Royalties began 
pouring in from the 700 songs he 
wrote, then strummed and sang 
over the land. Then he began 
drinking "heavily and passed into 
obscurity. 

He came back to the United 
States without funds, late in his 
life, and obtained desk space, to 
compose, in the office of a friend 
in Washington. His last song, 
"The Sporting Girl," was sold for 
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DIAMOND JEWELRY

he came to Philadelphia, where 
the only krfbwn fact of his exist- 
tence here is the death certificate 
filed in City Hall. 

Father a College President 

These additional facts have 
been established by Dr. Cooke. 
The composer's father was Allen 
M. Bland, president of Wilber- 
force College, the first Negro in 
this country to become a college 
president. 

His mother was born in Wil- 
mington. Both parents came of 
free families. The composer, one 
of twelve children, was born in 
Flushing. L. I., and was educated 
in the public schools in Washing- 
ton, after his father became an 
examiner in the U, S. Patent Of- 
fice. 

Both the composer and his 
father registered as students in 
Howard University. The boy was 
known as a musical prodigy, and 
organized glee clubs which put on 
sereenades for visiting celebrities 
in Washington. Later he became 
a page .in the House of Repere- 
sentatives, but finding he had no 
time to play his banjo or to write 
his songs, he resigned. 

Then came the period when he 
sought jobs from every minstrel 
company visiting Washington and 
was turned down. 

Hit Overnight 

The creation of "Carry Me Back 
to Ol-a Virginny" is somewhat 
veiled in mystery, but it is thought 
that he wrote it in Washington. 
It is known that he performed it 
himself in Buffalo in 1875 and 
created a song hit over-night. 

The Ditson company acquired 
the original copyright in 1878. 

As soon as the song went over 
with the public. Billy Kersand's 
minstrels took him on as end man 
and the company went to Europe. 
There he composed his great out- 
put of songs, words and music. He 
later joined the Calender Min- 
strels in London, and made $10,- 
000 a year in salary plus royalties. 
King Edward VII, then Prince of 
Wales, frequently attended his 
performances. 

Philadelphia^ are familiar 
with one of his other ballads. The 
Mummers claim "O Dem Golden 
Slippers" as their own. College 
campuses resound every Com- 
mencement season with the sad 
strains of "In the Evening, By 
the Moonlight." Soloists like 
"Climbing Up the Golden Stairs," 
and "In the Morning by the 
Bright Light." He wrote "Father's 
Growing Old" for his own parent 
and "The Old Homestead." 

Two sisters survive Bland. One 
is in the St. Anne Episcopal Home, 
in Washington; the other is Mrs. 
Irene Jurix, former employe of the 
Phyllis Wheatley Y. W. C. A. of 
New York city.

A new warning against hitch- 
hikers, based on recent outrages 
in which well-intentioned motor- 
ists have been beaten, robbed and 
even slain, has been issued by 
Keystone Automobile Club. 

"During the war," said Edward 
P. Curran, Safety Director of the 
Club, "the bars against hitch- 
hiking were let down in favor of 
service men, thousands of whom 
reached home on short furloughs 
through the accommodating mot- 
orist at a time when it would 
have been next to impossible to 
make the trip on overcrowded 
public transportation systems. 
Motorists were glad to render this 
service, which was greatly ap- 
preciated by the men in uniform. 
Free Riders 

"With the ending of war there 
has been no lessening in the de- 
mand for motor transportation, 
but the prospective riders are not 
boys hurrying home from camp 
or ship, but brazen moochers who 
can well afford to ride in buses 
or trains but who prefer to ride 
free at the expense of easy-go- 
ing and indulgent car owners. 

"Occasionally — as in the re- 
cent case of a motorist murdered 
in Montgomery County, — the pub- 
lic is horrified by the act of 
some brigand who is taken into 
a car. But the average person 
tells himself, 'This couldn't hap- 
pen to me; I'm careful about the 
kind of riders I pick up,* — and 
the hitch-hikers finds no lessen- 
ing in the numbers of motorists 
willing to stop at the wag of his 
thumb. 

"For those who have suffered 
grievously at the hands of self- 
invited guests, this warning (al- 
though one of a series of many 
issued by the Club in the last 20 
years; is too late; but for those 
who can be impressed by the mis- 
fortunes of others, it is timely 
and we hope it will be heeded. 
Just remember this: The hitch 
hiker has no more claim on you 
for a free ride than he has on 
the train conductor or bus driver. 
Your car, your valuables, even 
your life, may be the price you 
will be required to pay for ac- 
commodating him."

George Washington, in his first 
message to Congress, in 1790, sug- 
gested the establishment of agri- 
cultural colleges. 
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(Special to Central Press) 

Washington. — One of the' big 
reasons why America has been 
able to contribute so generously 
to world food consumption is the 
fact that thousands of acres of 
heretofore barren, Western land 
has been made prolific. 

Under the supervision of the 
United States Bureau of Recla- 
mation, government - irrigated 
lands, last year, produced food, 
feed and fibre crops valued at 
more than $424,000,000. And will 
in the future produce even more 
because of the added impetus 
given to food production by the 
completion fit the lining of the 
Alva B. Adams tunnel, the long- 
est irrigation bore in the world. 

Part of the Colorado - Big 
Thompson project, the tunnel is 
designed to divert surplus water 
from the Western . slope of the 
Rockies to dry areas on the East- 
ern slope. And when finished will 
provide a supplemental water 
supply for more than 600,000 
acres of land in Northeastern 
Colorado — land which, because of 
water shortages prior to project 
construction, sustained an esti- 
mated annual loss of $4,700,000. 

Now with the Adams tunnel 
bringing in 310,000 acre-feet of 
water each year, it is expected 
that the 175,000 people living in 
the territory will increase their 
crop production, at present prices, 
fully seven million dollars an- 
nually. 

At the instigation of the late 
Senator Alva B. Adams, after 
whom the tunnel was named, the 
bore was started in 1940, and af- 
ter many war-time stops and dif- 
ficulties, was finally holed through 
four years after. It was begun 
simultaneously by two contract- 
ing companies on either side of 
the Continental Divide. When 
the two-way bores met, miles un- 
derground, they were within a 
fraction of an inch of each other 
— truly a great engineering feat. 
S. S. Magoffin, Inc., of Englewood, 
Col., was the contractor for the 



Eastern half and Stiers Broth- 
ers Construction Co. of St. Louis, 
Mo., for the Western half. 

The two outfits met at a point 
approximately eight miles in 
from the East portal and five 
miles from the West portal. For 
a number of days before holing 
through, the advancing crews 
could hear each other drilling and 
shouting and on the morning of 
June 7, 1944, drilling was discon- 
tinued in the West heading for 
reasons of safety, and the East 
side forces holed through. 

Besides helping set the record 
for the longest tunnel ever exca- 
vated from two faces the Mago- 
ffin forces established a new 
mark for the greatest advance at 
one heading. They drilled so far, 
in fact, that work-crews were al- 
lowed travel time of one hour af- 
ter the bore had been advanced 
18,000 feet. This time was later 
increased to two and one-half 
hours as the 35,000-foot mark 
was reached. 

The slower progress made by 
the crews from the West can 
easily be explained by the fact 
that the tunnel sloped from West 
to East to provide for gravity 
flow of water. This slant not only 
made it necessary for the West- 
ern forces to haul all muck up- 
hill but included the added dif- 
ficulty of water at the face which, 
at times, was waist deep at the 
head of the shaft. 

Starting at the center and 
working outward, the contracting 
companies have now completed 
the cement lining of the 100-foot- 
in-diameter tunnel which will 
soon be bringing life to thou- 
sands of tons of potatoes, sugar 
beets, vegetables and feed for 
beef and dairy cattle.

And will do its part 
in adding to the food piles of 
America and in bringing salva- 
tion to the starving peoples of 
the world. 
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Teaching Tot to Defend Self

Many letters come to me about 
the child of three or ten who has 
not learned to defend himself, 
and they are not easy to answer 
well. Fortunately, self-defense in 
a physical way is rarely a prob- 
lem after the age of thirteen or 
fourteen. 

Early you prepare the tot to 
defend himself as you help him 
learn to take bumps without cry- 
ing readily. Guard yourself 
against showing excitement over 
his small hurts. Try hard to let 
your little child learn to take it. 
The cry-baby is not attractive to 
his playmates. Fearful of being 
hurt by bumps and falls he also 
will be fearful of blows by an- 
other child' who may be aggres- 
sive.- 

Encourage him to use his bare 
fists in self-defense but when he 
does not, do not shame, scold, or 
punish him whether he be three 
or ten. The father may be able to 
show him how. Some children 
from six to ten, boys or girls, 
would profit from boxing lessons. 
If your child has not the courage 
to defend himself against others 
his size he may become a bully. 
Nearly always, bullies are cow- 
ards. 

It is not easy .to help your child 
defend himself against a bully 
who is much larger and stronger. 
How hopeless it is for the young- 
ster to stand up against such a 
bully. You might change the bul- 
ly of your neighborhood who an- 
noys your younger child, by be- 



friending the bully, playing up the 
best in him, hiring him to run 
some errands for you, or com- 
plimenting him honestly before 
his parents. 

Indeed, you might win this bul- 
ly to bocome a, protector of your 
child. Moreover, you might find 
a way to win the bully to enter 
Cubbing, Scouting or to attend a 
Summer camp. 

Forbid your child to fight, with 
sticks and stones, even in self- 
defense. Teach him it is honor- 
able to retreat when attacked by 
such weapons. But you won't try

War Department Issues Warning to Fam- 
ilies Against Groups Offering 
Assistance 

The attention of the War Department has been called 
to numerous instances in which relatives of those mem- 
bers of the armed forces who are buried in temporary mili- 
tary cemeteries overseas are being appealed to by indivi- 
duals and groups to join one or more of a variety of or- 
ganizations which plan to offer special assistance or in- 
formation regarding graves or cemeteries overseas. 

The War Department, through* 
the Public Relations Division, 
stated that it is not necessary for 
any relative to join an organiza- 
tion or to contribute to indivi- 
duals to obtain information of 
any kind from the official re- 
codrs of the War Department 
concerning the final burial plans, 
grave locations or other data 
about World War II dead. 
QMG Only Agency 

"The Office of The Quarter- 
master General is the agency of 
the War Department responsible 
for the return and final burial of 
World War II dead and its faci- 
lities are available to the rela- 
tives of all overseas deceased. It 
is not necessary to employ or en- 
gage private organizations to get 
full information. A letter to the 
Quartermaster General will get 
all details without any cost 
whatsoever," said Major General 
F. L. Parks, Chief of the Public 
Relations Division. 

The attention of the public is 
called to a recent radio broadcast 
of Major General T. B. Larkin, 
The Quartermaster General re- 
garding final disposition of re- 
mains, as follows: 

"These are questions of such a 
personal nature that those of you 
concerned must not be subjected

Military Solely Responsible 

"Do not accept information 
from persons who are in no posi- 
tion to give it to you correctly 
and accurately. Seek your in- 
formation through official sour- 
ces. I know you want to avoid 
erroneous or confused informa- 
tion being circulated." 

Many of the proposals for spec- 
ial attention to the graves over- 
seas which have been suggested 
for relatives to follow have the 
tinge of commercialism and none 
have official sanction. 

Attempts by those other than 
members of the immediate fam- 
ily to obtain the names of next 
of kin from the War Department 
have been denied. However, it has 
come to official attention that in- 
dividuals have written to news- 
papers advertising for the names 
of next of kin so individuals over- 
seas might write to these rela- 
tives. Newspapers which have re- 
ceived letters of this type from 
overseas, have cooperated by 
turning over to the Quartermas- 
ter General the names of pros- 
pective advertisers for investiga- 
tion by the Graves Registration 
Commands overseas.

Letters 
of inquiry may not be received 
at the same time by next of kin 
who may be neighbors unless they 
.have relatives buried in the same 
cemetery. However, each next of 
kin will be sent a letter of in- 
quiry at the earliest practicable 
date and failure to receive a let- 
ter at the same time a neighbor 
or acquaintance receives one 
should not be cause for concern."

He has only 
earned points from July to Sep- 
tember 2. 1945 and has 12 for 
his dependent son and the army 
has not set a new date for critical 
point scores, depending now more 
on length of service. 

Q. Can you tell me how 
many battle stars or other de- 
corations have been awarded to 
the 644th bombardment squad- 
ron and the 410th bombardment 
group?

Officers and men of the mer- 
chant marine, themselves, how- 
ever, are provided with care in 
marine hospitals from the rJublic 
health service. 

Q. My husband is in the 
army and when he was induct- 
ed he took out a bond a month. 
I was receiving them until 
January when I received the 
last one, for November. They 
are still taking the money out 
of his pay. Where can I write 
or find out about it? — Soldier's 
wife, Nelsonville, Ohio. 
A. Write all details to war 
bond division, U. S. army, 4300

Q, Are men being drafted 
into the navy now? — A. H. J., 
Towson, Md. 

A. The navy says that although

In employing the No. 3 
wood, I suggest a somewhat 
square stance than you'd use 
for the driver or brassie. Flay 




the ball slightly back of the 
left heel, and more toward the 
center of the feet. 

You should employ .lust about 
the same backswing. Hit the ball 
on the downward swing. One of 
the main things to keep in mind 
is the importance of having the 
back of your left hand facing the 
objective while bringing the club 
back. 

Conversely, the back of your 
right hand should be facing away 
from your objective, usually the 
green. A good many players 
make the mistake of raising the 
right shoulder while hitting 
through the ball, which causes a 
poorly hit, topped shot. 

One of the best ways to 
avoid that is to hit the ball 
slightly below its center, or to 
hit the ground and the ball al- 
most simultaneously. Use the 
same follow through for the 
No. 3 wood that you employ for 
all other woods.

Cold wave preparations are definitely harmful to the scalp 
and hair, according to the results of exhaustive scientific 
tests recently completed. 

New home permanent waves are also likely to be dan- 
gerous for the same reasons, the tests show. 

The tests were made by the lab-^ 
oratory of Good Housekeeping 
magazine in response to many re- 
quests from women as to the merit 
of the cold wave permanent. 

"In the case of every cold wave 
• preparation we have so far exam- 
ined, our laboratory has advised 
i us: 'This cannot be considered en- 
tirely safe,'" an article in the 
iJune issue of the magazine states 
|in part. The reasons back of the 
decision were: 

"The cold-wave solutions we 
have examined contained thiogly- 
collate, an ingredient widely used 
in depilatories and likely to be 
highly irritating to the y* : «. In 
patch tests we conducted on a 
group of people, too many devel- 
oped irritations for us to regard it 
as entirely safe. 

"The laboratory furthe* found 



that these products tend to decom- 
pose standing on the dealers' 
shelves and in beauty shops. As 
they decompose they develop com- 
pounds that are potentially dan- 
gerous. 

"Because thioglycollate is a de- 
pilatory with a destructive action 
or. hair, it is extremely important 
to stop its action by treating the 
hair with an arresting solution at 
just the right point. The hair must 
be plastic enough to wave, but not 
damaged. In actual 'practice this 
is not easy.- Frequently the hair 
keeps on breaking, so that the 
owner thinks, *My hair is falling 
out or thinning.' A typical com- 
plain is that of a reader who says : 
'I had a cold wave a few weeks 
ago. It cost $20 and did not last 
at aU.'"

to discipline other people's, chil- 
dren nor go out to the playground 
to settle a quarrel your child 
comes to you complaining about. 
It' you do, you will train your 
child to be a tattler or cry-baby. 

See that your young child does 
not bite another person or call 
him ugly names. Instant physical 
pain is good treamtnet, prefer- 
ably a spanking or paddling. Bud- 
get your time so you can always 
be on hand while your child is 
likely to bite another child, so he 
always gets instant pain connect- 
ed with the offense. If another 
child bites your child, merely pro- 
tect your child by keeping hira 
away from the biter. 

So long as your child is physi- 
cally safe and is not with an- 
other child who is destroying or 
appropriating property or annoy- 
ing others, and is out in the view 
of all, do not forbid him to play 
with any other child. What he 
might hear won't harm him much 
if you have his complete confid- 
ence and comradeship. If you tell 
him he must never play with a 
certain other child, you have 
started trouble for your child and 
probably for yourself with his 
parents. 

Properly you might forbid him 
to play with this child when not 
supervised, but this is very dif- 
ferent from telling him another 
child is not good enough to be 
his playmate. If you wish to read 
further or these matters, write me 
enclosing two self - addressed 
stamped envelopes and ask for my 
bulletins, "Your Child and His 
Playmates," and "Tot Learning 
To Be Sociable." 

Pets can prove of great moral 
value to the growing child. They 
do when the child, as soon as he 
is old enough to do so, takes sole 
responsibility for the care of 
them. Teachers in the lower 
grades at school promote this 
moral value by assigning the care 
of one or several pets in the 
classroom to one or several chil- 
dren who take turns at this re- 
sponsibility for a definite period. 
Usually the child at school mea- 
sures up to this responsibility 



very well. 

It is different in the average 
home. There the child, say he is 
six or ten, on acquiring a pet he 
considers all his own, will care 
for it very faithfully for a day or 
so. But it may not be long be- 
fore he will neglect it. The par- 
ent, usually the mother, will then, 
look after the pet when the child 
doesn't, and she even may enjoy 
doing so at first. 

The child may go on admiring 
his pet and calling it his own 
without taking any responsibility 
for its care. At that point he be- 
gins to lose in moral growth in 
respect to the pet. 

Pet a Burden 

By and by, the mother may feel 
the pet is becoming a burden to 
her and may grow vexed at the 
child for not taking care of it. 
Then she may frequently scold 
him for neglecting the pet and 
angrily admonish him right while 
she is administering to the pet's 
care. In consequence, she and the 
child may engage in numerous 
word-battles over the pet. In- 
deed, this pet can become a con- 
stant source of family annoyance. 

When you secure a living crea- 
ture for your child to enjoy as a 
pet, be sure to guide this child so 
he will not harm it. By sugges- 
tion, precept and example, train 
him to be careful of it. Don't 
give a tot a frog or turtle, say, to 
handle roughly or torment. If 
necessary, apply physical pain to 
keep this child from torturing 
any living thing. Let him gradu- 
ally help in the tender care of it. 
Posted Schedule 

When this child is old enough 
to take on most or all the care 
of the pet do your utmost to help 
him acquire (with adequate satis- 
faction) the habit of following a 
posted schedule in its care. When 
vour calm, persuasive measures 
fail, set definite penalties for any 
item of this child's neglect of the 
pet. Allow no exceptions to occur. 

Let the penalty be other than 
scolding. Let it be sitting on a 
chair doing nothing and without 
amusement for an hour (for the 
youngster ten years old), or de- 
privation of a cherished privilege. 
The former is better, as a rule 



being so immediate and definite. 

However, If he neglects to feed 
tlie pet he might properly be 
given very meager food himself 
at the next meal. It's a serious 
matter, you see. If protracted ar- 
guments and vexations have de- 
veloped over the pet and you 
can't discipline .yourself well 
enough to apply effective penal- 
ties, either dispose of the pet or 
resolve to care for it yourslf and 
shut up. Under no condition 
should you allow yourself to go 
on scolding and acting mad about 
the matter. 

I would guess that mothers 
care for at least 85% of all the 
pets which children have and en- 
joy as their very own, in the 
United States. Certainly the av- 
erage child old enough to care 
for his pet does not do so. Can 
any child enjoying a pet without 
taking sole responsibility for its 
care so far as he is able to do so 
keep from losing in moral value 
from having this pet? If all pets 
owned by children old enbugh to 
care for them but which are car- 
ed for by the mother or some 
other adult, were to be disposed 
of at once how many pets would 
be left do you suppose?
